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LABOUR MOBILITY OF PERSONS COVERED BY UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


Introduction 


The present article is the first of a series 
dealing with various aspects of labour mobility 
based on records of the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission for the years 1956-60 inclusive. An 
earlier article in the July 1960 issue of the Review 
dealt with job changes in the insured population 
in the years 1952-56. 


The Unemployment Insurance Act covered 
about 3,800,000 paid workers in 1957, the number 
rising to about 4,100,000 by 1960. These figures 
represented about 75 per cent of all paid workers 
in both years. The principal exclusions from cover- 
age during the period of the study were as follows: 
most agricultural occupations, hospital employees 
and nurses, teachers, private domestic service 
employees and police. The wage ceiling for salaried 
employees was $4,800 until September 1959; there- 
after it was raised to $5,460. Fishermen, who were 


not covered during the period of the original study, 
were insured in April 1957. 


As in the case ofthe earlier study, the 1956-60 
mobility data are based on a 1 per cent sample of 
information collected annually at the time of in- 
surance book renewal, regarding age, sex, marital 
status, place of residence (local office area), and 
industrial and occupational status of the insured 
population. Since information is related to a point 
of time each year, some under-statement of job 
changes by persons in the sample may be expected, 
For example, a person who renews his book in the 
Same Alberta office for two consecutive years may 
have worked in British Columbia during the inter- 
vening winter without this fact being recorded in 
the study. Also not counted, is a change to a new 
employer which does not involve a change of 
occupation, industry or local office. 


It is known that the relative importance of 
voluntary and involuntary moves between jobs 
varies with the state of the labour market. Informa- 
tion is not available, however, regarding the reason 
for job changes so that the data represent the total 
of both voluntary and involuntary moves. 


Coding of book renewal returns is based on 
three digit industry and occupation codes’ com- 
prising about 300 sub-groups in each type of code. 
Coding by locality relates to some 200 National 
Employment Service local office areas. 


In the initial 1952-56 study, no new cases 
Were added to the original 1 per cent sample drawn 
ftom 1952 records. In the more recent investigation,

sampled in each of the years 1957-60. This keeps 
the age composition of the sample more representa- 
tive and maintains its size which otherwise would 
have been affected by drop-outs due to death, 
shifts to non-insured employment and withdrawals 
from the labour force. 


The present article is concerned with total 
mobility which refers to any change of job involving 
one or more of the following variables: local office 
area, industry and occupation, In calculating total 
mobility rates a job change was counted only once 
regardless of whether it involved more than one 
of the three variables. Rates of mobility are 
calculated after matching records for pairs of years 
and then expressing job changes as percentages 
of the possible job changes which could have been 
recorded, 


Findings 

During the period 1956-60, on the average, 
almost half of al] persons in the sample changed 
jobs each year as defined above. About two-thirds 
of all job changes were of the simple variety 
involving a change in local office, occupation or 
industry (see Table 1). Changes in occupation 
alone, which in many cases would be made within 
the same firm, comprised about 44 per cent of all 
changes. Shifts in industry and occupation, which 
would generally involve both a change in type of 
work and a new employer, accounted for about 19 
per cent of all moves. Changes in industry alone, 
which imply a change of employer without any 
change in type of work or area of residence ac- 
counted for about 15 per cent of al] changes.

Total mobility rates declined from a high of 
almost 54 per cent in 1956-57 to a lowof about 41 
per cent in 1958-59, and rose to 45 per cent in 
1959-60. Annual rates of unemployment for the 12 
months ending June ist rose between 1956 and 
1959, and declined slightly between 1959 and 1960. 
This suggests a relationship between the number of 
job changes and a reduction in job opportunities for 
the period under consideration (see Table 2 Chart 1).

On the average about 50 per cent of all men 
in the sample changed jobs during the period 
1956-60 compared with 42 per cent of the women. 
Although men were more mobile, their mobility 
appears to have been somewhat more affected by 
economic factors than in the case of women. Thus 
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between 1957-58 and 1958-59 the percentage of 
men changing jobs dropped from about 52 per cent 
to about 42 per cent, while the percentage of women 
who moved declined only from about 44 per cent 
to about 37 per cent. 


PERCENTAGE OF PERSONS CHANGING JOBS BY AGE GROUP AND SEX 
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Married persons tended to change jobs less 
frequently than single persons. This was partic- 
ularly pronounced in the case of men, The per 


centage of married men who changed jobs during 
the period was 47 per cent compared with about 39 
per cent for married women.

Married men and women both made fewer job 
changes involving moves between local office 
areas and therefore likely to necessitate a shifting 
of the household, than did single persons. This is 
in part related to the higher proportion of younger 
persons having single status. Of all moves made 


by married men only about 19 per cent involved 
local office shifts compared to about 26 per cent 
of moves made by single men. Only about 14 per 
cent of moves made by married women fell in this 
category compared to 19 per cent for single women.

Although married persons changed their jobs 
less frequently than single persons and made fewer 
area shifts they had a relatively high rate of oc- 
cupational mobility. On the average for the period 
1956-60, almost 48 per cent of married persons 
made occupational shifts compared to about 38 
per cent for single persons. In Britain, where a 
Similar experience was observed, the high rate of 
occupational mobility has been ascribed to incen- 
tives to seek financial] advancement related to the 
pressure of family responsibilities.”

Average experience for 1956-60 showed that 
total mobility declined with age. About two-thirds 
of young men under 2) changed jobs compared with 
about 38 per cent of those 65 and over, In the case 
of women the percentage changing jobs was lower 
at all ages than for men in the same age interval 
and ranged from about 51 per cent for girls under 
20, to 29 per cent for women 65 and over. 


Although total mobility declined in relation to 
age, job changes involving only occupational shifts 
tended to be positively correlated with age, rising 
from 30 per cent for young persons under 20 years 
of age to about 59 per cent for persons aged 65 and 
over. Job changes involving only local office

shifts on the other hand, rose until age 30-34 
years and then declined until age 50-54, there- 
after rising again until age 60-64. These trends in 
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occupation and local office shifts were also noted 
for males and appear to be related to family respon- 
sibilities.

Back Records 


Past ‘‘Notes to Users’’ gave the publications 
which carried back records of some ofthe series in 
the S section. These publications are often not con- 
veniently available to users, or if available the 
complete back record has to be compiled from more 
than one publication. The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics (Current Business Indicators Section) has 
prepared a limited number of back records, season- 
ally adjusted, for many of the series in the S 
section, and they are available on request to users 
who otherwise have difficulty in obtaining them. 


Months for Cyclical Dominance (MCD) 


. The user will find this expression in abbre- 
viated form in several tables throughout this publi- 
cation. The measure indicates the number of months 
required on the average for emergence of the cyc- 
lical trend from the seasonally adjusted series. An 
MCD of five implies that a five-month moving average 
is required in order to offset irregular movements and 
allow examination of the underlying cyclical trend. 


The MCD is used in Tables 11, 12, 17, 38, 64 
and 71 to indicate the relative variability of the 
series. Its value can range only from one to six 
months, since values greater than this are not 
calculated. In the S section, for series with an 
MCD of four ot more, five-term moving averages 
are used to aid in charting. These averages are 
correct for series with an MCD of five, but for 
MCD’s of four or six they are used as approxima- 
tions to avoid the problem of centering even-term 
averages. The MCD is not charted for series with 
values of three or less, since it does not increase 
the clarity of the charted series.
